All dishes 
were good, and three or four superlatively 
excellent, especially a purée of chicken, sliced 
with leeks and sharks’ fins, During the ban- 
quet green peas, French beans, and cucumbers, 
of excellent flavour and in fine condition, were 
served, grown in Peking forcing houses. Four 
kinds of Chinese wines: were served, all of 
course, warmed, and there was a large and 
varied dessert of dried fruits, confectious, &c., 
and some curious Mongol cheese made from 


ewes’ milk. 


Soon after the guests were seated, Prince 
CHING rose, and in clear tones and abundant 
self-possession recited a speech in Chinese, 
which we translate thus:—We are entertaining 
your Excellencies at the banquet given at this 
Yamén to-day in obedience to the commands of 
Her Majesty the Empress, Dowager.

To this H.E. Mr. von Branpr,. Minister of

. a memorial asking rewards for certain 
officers, the Governor of and his col- 
nnounce the ton Of the savages 
thoughout the whole of Formosa, and the punish- 
ment of certain important rebels. In a report 


_ published towards the end of last year an account 


was given of the reduction of a strongly fortified 
village called La-chia-wang near Pelam on the 
east coast. Afterwards, it appears, the second 
chief of this village was known to be meditat- 
ing a fresh rebellion. But a demand for his 
surrender having been made, he was delivered 
over by his fellow townsmen, gi put to death 
after trial. In the neighbouring village of Ta 
Chuang there still remained one Liu T‘ieti-wang, 
who with certain others had been the, prime 
mover in the original outbreak, _As it was 
desired to bring these men to listice, ‘the 
commander of the troops at marched 


with a strong force into the neighbourhood of 


Ta Chuang, and sent on two officials to the 
place itself with instructions to find some means 
of entrapping the criminals. The Commander 

moved on to Ta Chuang, where Liu 
Tien-wang and his associates came out to meet 
him. They were followed, however, by a guard 
of two hundred men carrying concealed weapons. 


_ The Chinese Commander directed the followers 
_ toreturn to their homes, and arrested Liu T*ien- 


wang and three others. When examined, the 
prisoners ack nowled ged that a seller of gunpowder 


_ from Lu-chiang near Chang-bua had proposed to 


them to rise against the Government. I! they 
would begin at Pelam, so as to draw the govern- 
ment troops to the back of the island, Shil: 
Chin-tuan would capture Chang-hua on the 
Opposite coast and divide the spoil with them 
in equal shares. Accordingly, aided by the people 
of Ld Chia-wang, they attacked Pelam and kili- 
eda Wei-yuan. After they had made this con- 
fession, they were put to death and their heads 
exposed. Since then perfect quiet has prevail- 
ed throughout the south of the island. 

In the centre of Formosa trouble was prin-

When they submitted to the Government the 
year before last, they were required to furnish 


_ afew men from each village to serve as soldiers, 


and it was hoped that by this means some hold 
would be kept upon the whole of the tribes. 
But one day these hostages became intoxicated, 
made a disturbance and rau away in fear of the 
consequences, After this the savages recom 
menced their head-hunting expeditions. Forts 
were therefore established at important points in 
the district, and manned by guards from the 
colonisis in the villages. In the next ten months 
a many as a dozen raids were attempted by the 
savages, but in every case they were defeated 


and driven back. .At last steps were taken to 


prevent the importation of salt and gunpowder 
into the mountains. This reduced the savages 


to extremities. Their chiefs, attended by three 


hundred men and women, appeared of their own 


accord before the local mandarins, to whom 


they promised that they would again provide a 
number of men to serve as soldiers, and would | 
send their children to school. Upon these | 
terms their submission was accepted. In other | 
parts of central Formosa there has been no dis- 
turbance of the peace. 
In the north of theyjsland, after the adminis- 
Nes had settled colonists: in the waste lands 
he foot of the mountains, friendly relations 
were maintained generally between the Chinese 
and ae aborigines. But as some of the tribes 
Mainved their head-hunting expeditions, and 
others who had submitted relapsed into savagery, 
t became necessary in the spring to despatch 
a number of punitive expeditions. These met 
with complete success. Several villages tender 
ed or resymed their allegiance and sent their 
chidren to taught ih school. -, Wherthe 
summer came on and the unhealthy season 
commenced, the number of men lost by sickness 
compelled the troops t) return to thgir quarters. 
In the late autumn operations were recom- 
menced with great vigour, principally in the 
Distrigt of I-lan. 2i by the want of paths. 
the steepness of the mountains, and the depth of 
the ravines, the savages offered a bold resistance. 
But the troops pushed steadily on, occupying 
each village as they captured it. Here and there 
they unexpectedly seized dominating positions, 
from which they could see the movements o! 
the enemy and attack them with advantage. 
Sometimes they advanced in mist or darkness 
amid the pouring rain and violent wind, guidec 
by friendly aborigines, and helping each other 
up the steep hill-side, or climbing with the aid 
of the creeping vines. The successful ajtacks 
thus made on the villages, combined with the 
wders against unnecessary killing and burning 
at once overawed the savagés and inducéd them 
to surrender one after anothér. .1n one instance, 
however, acommander named Ch‘en Lo, reported 
‘hat he had been roughly handled. He had 
attacked, as ordered, a cluster of villages in the | 
Hsin-chu District. The savages fled at hi» 
approach, but he inflicted some loss on them. | 
Afterwards, when he was returning he was sud- 
denly assailed by several hundred men who were 
lying in ambush. An officer and thirteen soldier> 
were killed anda few guns and muskets were lost. 
Fortunately some troops outside came to his aid 
ind rescued him from his dangerous position. 
Afterwards about a dozen wounded aborigines 
were brought into the camp of another com. 
mander, When questioned, they said they hac 
been savagely attacked by a Chinese force anc 
were hurt in escaping. Later still some chief: 
belonging to friendly villages came in and asked 
for protection, They said that a bridge in thei: | 
neighbourhood was carried away by the stream. 
but the Chinese Commander thought they had 
destroyed it, and therefore set upon them anc 
killed six of their men. This led to a conflict in 
which ten soldiers and twenty of their people. 
were slain. They begged for pardon and de- | 
livered up the arms which had been lost. The 
chiefs were sent on to the Governor at the 
capital of the island, who finding on enquiry 
that their story was substantially correct, at once 
removed the officer named Ch‘en Lo from hi» 
command.

THIS eminent servant of the German 
‘umpire, having obtained temporary 
|-ave from his Government, will return 
o his country for awhile to recruit 
upon which the labours 
of thirty years in China and Japan 
have left evil, if natural, effects. But 
we hope that a sojourn in the land of 
his birth, amongst his own people, wil! 
estore his physical strength, and that 
‘oreign as well as purely German inter- 
sts in this Empire, especially in these 
‘irst stages of the evolutionary processes 
now in slow and painful development, 
nay again have the advantage of his 
ripe experience, sagacity, and fine intel- 
lect in the Councils of the Treaty 
Powers. 

Herr von Brandt is a son of the well- 
known Prussian General of Division 
whose memoirs, admirably well written, 
and the outcome of an observant and 
highly trained mind, are well-known 
in England through the _ eulogistic 
notices of them published in the 
Edinburgh and Quarterly Reviews of 
the time; also by the warm apprecia- 
tion of students of the Napoleonic wars 
and contemporary continental history; 
especially of the moving incidents of the 
first separate and finally concerted action 


taken by Prussian officers and statesmen 


against the great Emperor at the end of 
the French evacuation of Poland, follow- 
ing the disastrous campaign of Moscow, 
and preceding the terrible struggle that 
led to the withdrawal of the garri- 
sons of invaders from Germany, and their 
final retreat to France. Herr von Brandt, 
therefore, by instincts and associations 
a soldier, after due preparation entered 
at the proper age the 11th Regiment of 
Prussian Infantry, then stationed at 
Breslau, and was quickly recognized by 
his superiors and comrades as an officer 
of unusual promise, who assuredly would 
have made his mark in war; but as it 
was also found that he was a many-sided 
and accomplished man of fine natural 
capacity, he was removed to the Prussian 
Consular Service, and appointed therein 
to serve in Cairoand Alexandria. He so 
distinguished himself in these places that _ 
he was promoted in 1859 to the post of 
attaché to Count Eulenburg, who, when 
re-organized Prussia was beginning to feel 
her growing strength and to prepare 
for inevitable future expansion, was sent 
on a special political and commercial 
mission to Siam, China, and Japan. The 
mission was everywhere successful in 
‘ts end, and to Herr von Brandt Count 
Eulenburg confided the duty of making 
the first approaches to the Imperial 
Chinese Government in Peking, a diffi- 


}cult task for many arbitrary. reasons at 


the time, and which required the exercise 
of both firmness and delicacy. Herr von 
Brandt carried out: the spirit of his 
elastic instructions perfectly well, and 
prepared the way quietly but effectually 
for the amicable and satisfactory rela- 
tions that have ever since existed, be- 
tween Germany and China. 

Soon after the completion of this im- — 
portant confidential service Herr von — 
Brandt went to Shanghai, and while 
there made the acquaintance of General 
Gordon, whose remarkable campaigns 
against the Taipings—campaigns show- 
ing abnormal resource and flexibility 
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of talent on the part of the English | 
leader—Herr von Brandt followed 
and often witnessed with soldier- 
ly interest and appreciation. His 
observations, full as they wefe of 
military learning, knowledge of men, 
correct diagnoses of the climatic, ethnic, 
and singular topographical conditions 
to be observed, and the philosophic 
aspects of the opposing forces; the ill- 
directed and fanatical energy, the un- 
expected and extraordinary actual talent 
for war shown by the Chung Wang and 
some other rebel leaders who knew and 
practised well many resources of the 
difficult military art without being able 
to formulate a single definite principle 
of strategy, warriors by instinct in fact, 
the tremendous if often passive resis- 
tance of the Empire, the intense tenacity 
of the two young Manchu women who 
became co-Empresses, and the effect of 
the rapid leavening of Gordon's strange 
and erratic genius, are most interesting 
and probably unique; and we trust His 
Excellency, the Minister for Germany, 
following his father’s illustrious example, 
may be induced to give forth a valuable 
contribution to an interesting historical 
epoch. : 

Count Eulenburg about this time 
made his treaty with Japan, and in 
1864 appointed Herr von Brandt 
Consul of Prussia in Yokohama 
where he soon after formed a close 
friendship with Sir H. Parkes, then 
H. M. Minister to Tokio, an intimacy 
only ended by the lamented death of! 
the British Minister. After a time Herr 
von Brandt was promoted to be Minis- 
ter Resident of Prussia in Tokio, which. 
post he successfully filled during the 
difficult, uncertain, and dangerous tran- 
sitionary times which included the de- 
position of the Tycoon, the investiture 
of the Mikado with undivided rule, and 
the birth, amid intense opposition on all 
sides and a most formidable internecine 
war between the great parties of the 
Empire, of New Japan. 

In 1866 Herr von Brandt, on hearing 
of the war with Austria, hastened home 
to offer his sword to his King, but 


arrived too late to take part in the. 
memorable conflict out of which Prus- 
sia emerged supreme. In reward for 
his patriotic zeal he was appointed 
aide-de-camp to the Military Govern- 
or in occupation of Brinn in Moravia. 
Soon after, Herr von Brandt returned 
to his post in Japan, and had a busy 
and eventful career there, with honour 
to himself and to the satisfaction of his 
King. 

The part taken by His Excellency, 
who acted throughout in almost un- 
broken concert with Sir Harry Parkes 
in the imbroglio of 1374 between China 
and Japan concerning the Loo Choos, 
Formosa, and other subsidiary matters, 
a history whose secret and mostly 
ignoble springs of action have not been 
made public yet, led to his promotion 
to be Minister of Germany in Peking in 
1875, in succession to Baron von Reh- 
fues. Between 1875 and 1880, and at 
the later date, the full treaty between 
the Empires of Germany and China 
was made, a most important document, 
involving new and tentative departures 
from old grooves. There was a quick 
succession of incidents affecting foreign 
interests, and on all of them Herr von 
Brandt took a full and prominent share 
of action and responsibility. In * 1883 
his old friend and ally, Sir Harry Parkes, 
was made H.B.M. Minister to Peking, and 
the former intimacy and alliance bet ween 
the two magnetic minds were renewed, 
with advantage to both of the Empires 
they so zealously served. Finally, in 
1888, the German convention with 
China, excluding France from all power 
of interference with German Catholic 
missionaries, was concluded at the same 
time as the corresponding agreement 
was made on behalf of Italy, whose in- 
terests in the matter are counterparts 
of those of Germany. Thetwoconven- 
tions, though sequential to and in fact 
arising out of the declared will of the 
Imperial house, were not made without 
difficulty, as the Yamén, less bold than 
the dynastic family, unwillingly took 
overt action against the pretensions of 


France, and rather designed to extinguish

the protectorate by slowef, 
timorous, and less direct methods. But 
in spite of both open and secret opposi- 
tion and much passive resistance toaction, 
the conventions were made, Germany 
and Italy now enjoy unquestioned their 
rightful jurisdictions, and this ancient 
Empire has been rid from a dangerous 
claim which never had any real legal 
basis. This last important and crowning 
work having been effected, His Excel- 
lency had full right to claim a well- 
earned respite from the toils and cares 
of office, and in Berlin he will certainly 
receive welcome and honour from his 
Sovereign, and from the great Chan- 
cellor who directs the destinies of 
United Germany. 

At this moment it would be but in vain 
to enquire what effect Herr von Brandt's 
ministerial policy and actions have had 
upon the Peking Yamén, as that body 
still prides itself, though some misgiv- 
ings are beginning to be evident, upon 
absolute inaccessibility to external 
ideas. But it is not the less true that 
the Yamén many times and oft has

After a 
season some shoots will spring up, and 
with them there will begin the gradual 
unfolding of potentialities of change, but 
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before visible good can be done to.

In accordance with section 5 of the act of Congress, ap- 
proved June ‘22, 1860, entitled “An act to carry into effect

‘certain judicial powers to ministers and consuls, or other 
“functionaries, of the United States in those countries, or 
“for other purposes,” I, Charles Denby, Envoy Extraordi- 
nary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the United States to the 
Empire of China, do hereby decree the following regulations 
as a substitute for “Article XVII.—Fees”’ of .the regulations 
now in force in the consular courts of the United States in 
China, and the regulations hereby adopted shall, from the 
date hereof, take the place of the said existing Article XVII, 
and shall have the force of law in the consular courts in 
China:

hr FE. Liu Ming Chuan’s Memorial 
on Railways. 


(Translated from the Hu Pao.) 

In obedience to the command of Her Majesty, 

the Empress, Liu Ming Chuan submits the™ 
following memorial, embodying his views upon 
the subject of railways in China. 
On the 16th of the second moon the memo- 
rialist received from the Grand Council a 
communication transmitting a decree from H. 
M. the Empress, in which she expressed herself — 
in the folowing terms. 

Some time previously Her Majesty, in dccord- 
ance with a request submitted by the Admiralty 
Board, had granted her approval to the con- | 
struction Of arailway from Tientsinto Tungehow, 
Subsequently, upon the recommendation by 


the construction of this railway line may be 
suspended, Her Majesty referred the entire 
matter to the conjoint deliberation of the Ad- | 
miralty Board and Grand Council, with orders — 
that they submit a memorial in reply. This 
memorial having been received, Her Majesty 
has carefully noted the various arguments there- @ 
in contained, which arguments,.she perceives, | 
are expressed in clear detail, and suited to the | 
importance of the question. All the- fallacious 


Censors have been undermined and utterly re- 


tending the inauguration of a national entef-— 
prise that calls for further consideration. The 
high Ministers of the Court have never examined 
the exigencies of coast defence, and their much 
talking widely misses the mark. On the other 
hand, the various Commanders, Governors- 
General, and Governors, being entrusted with 
the defence of the territories under their juris- 
diction, have personally studied the advan- 
tages or disadvantages of certain measures, and 
if they be required to give their views upon the 
present requirements of the times, a judicious 
conformity with them would be of high practical 
utility. 4 

Such are the words of Her Majesty. The @ 
memorialist, on perusing the.conjoint. memorial 
of the Admiralty Board and Grand Council finds 
their arguments to be well-stated and to the 
point, and to concur entirely with his own views.

If, taking the whole question into stecidereetill 
there is one thing of greater utility’ and impor- 
tance than railways, then we need not laborious- 
ly adopt such an appliance of Westerns, and in- 
cur the scandal of the public. But for the re- 
quirements of protecting the sea-board, and for 
the exigencies of warfare on! land. there is no- 
thing surpassing iron-roads in practical utility. 

As long as ten years ago the memorialist had 
memorialized the Throne upon the subject of 
railways, but the matter failed of accomplish- 
ment on account of the misrepresentations then 
put forth. But now a sagacious and discerning 
Sovereign is on the Throne, and acting in unison 
with the Princes and Ministers, is steadfastly 
holding to his convictions and resolved upon 
carrying out the enterprise. For this the 
memorialist claps his hands in joyous gratifi- 
cation, feeling, as he does, that the enrich- 
ment and strengthening of his country depends 
directly upon the realization of such a step, 
which, when fully developed, will be a source of 
exhaustless benefits to state and pe@ple. 

But some suspicious malcontents say, “ Rail- 
ways will afford means of transport to our 
enemies.” The science of manufacturing fire- 
arms having reached its present state of perfec- 
tion, if once the forts commanding our harbours 
have proved untenable there will be no point of 
danger which we can hold. Austria, Russia, 
Germany and France are interlinked amongst 
each other, and their iron roads are in com- 
munication with each other's capitals. If it be true 
that because an army can be swiftly transported 
to the gates of an enemy's capital by means of 
iron roads, nations will seek every pretext to 
Wage war against each other, then the various 
Powers of Europe, which regard one another 
with mutual distrust and envy, would as- 
suredly have been continually under arms, and 
the stronger would have swallowed the weaker ; 
whereas, the truth is, issues are decided by 
Western nations on the sea, seldom under the 
walls of the belligerent’s capital. 

There are some who say, “ The datigers of our 
valleys and glens, the obstructions Offered by 
our tangled forests, the difficulties crossing 
our streams, will be dreaded by our enemy, but 
if a railway be built, in times of war the enemy 
can transport all his arms and ammunition by 
means of the railway.” If this be said on the 
supposition that our defences commanding Taku 
harbour are tenable, are our officials and troops 
made of wood that they should thus. permit 


a foreign enemy to make his own arrangements 


at will? But if these defences be destroyed, 
what is there to prevent an enemy marching 
straight to Peking, though no railway exist, consi- 
dering that the distance is but 200 odd /iand the 
intervening country a perfectly level plain. As 
to the glens and forests and streams which are 
to offer impediments to our enemy, the me- 
passed through the country between 


Tientsin and Tungchow, and he has seen none 
of these things in existence, and wherefore should 
the heart of an enemy be afraid? 


The real door of the capital is the harbour at 
Taku, and safety or peril will depend upon its 
maintenance or loss. Consequently the two 
points should be connected by rapid communi- 
cation, and to do, this, railways are the most 
effectual. In the event of war the troops de- 
fending Taku and Tientsin will act as.a safeguard 
for the capital ; in peace the troops of the Im- 
perial Field Force can be drilled together with 
the regiments garrisoning the fortifications at 
Taku, thus forming a united defensive corps 
In this manner, the forces will be ready for 
emergencies, and by being rapidly brought to- 
gether their strength*will be @jubled, the better 
able to check the attacks of enemies. A asfways, 
therefore, are the most important auxiliaries in 
war, and not, as their opponents declare, the con- 
venient tool of ag enemy. e 

There are those who suspect that railways will 
interfere with the vested interests of the people. 
When it is remembered that railways are directly 
concerned with the purposes of national defence 
and trade, not only is the removal of a few 
houses or grave-yards of no consequence, but 
even if hundreds of these places had to be inter- 
fered with, what then? Shall. great interests 
yield to trivial considerations? Tombs are 
often removed and re-interred in other localities 
when dictated by /éng-shui, what harm can 
there possibly be, if, for public necessity, a grave 
had to be transferred, especially when ample 
compensation is paid for the expenses of such 
removal? 

To make martial provisions in times of peace 
is to insure victory in times of war. When hu- 
mane rulers are resolved on victory in war, 
they disregard the sacrifices of life and treasure 
which. they are forced to make—so, likewise, 
when a Sovereign is preparing the defences of 
his country, he should not stop to consider the 
disturbed interests of a few of his subjects. 

We are now surrounded by powerful neigh- 
bours who pry into all our movements, and who 
dare to raise quarrels with us, seeing that we 
are not prepared. But if China will build iron- 
roads through important routes along the coast 
line, the battalions of one province will be 
available for the defence of several provinces, and 
wherever the alarm of war is sounded, there 
will the different provincial armies concentrate. 

A nation in order to maintain its dignity and 
integrity must be ready for war, and being 
ready, international conflicts will be avoided, 
for foreign nations, ever anxious to evade 
trouble with any highly disciplined Power, will 
not brave the dangers of the sea, and incur the 
risks of disaster and defeat by attacking China 
when she is well-prepared for war. When 
China is in a prepared state, the peace of Asia 


will be securely maintained, the Heavenly or-| 


dained Dynasty of our Gracious Sovereign will 
be perpetuated for myriads of years, universal 
peace will prevail throughout the Empiré, and 
the millions of our subjects will enjo¥ perfect 
security of life. 

For protecting the interests of the people, there- 
fore, there is nothing to be compared with raii- 
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owners and their crews!” These objec 
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railway. From this the greediness of the 
Russians (lit., their mouth is watering) after our 
north-eastern provinces is clearly discerned. 
China should seize this opportunity, while 
she and Russia are at peace, to make all need- 
ful preparations—otherwise, should she wait 
until troublp arises, her regrets will be utterly 
unavailing. But without railways China cannot 
put herself into a proper state of preparedness. 
It is also said that while Western nations look 
to commerce as the source of their national 
prosperity, and commercial interests as their 
chief concern, China's fiindamental policy is to 
provide support for her people, while she looks 
to the love of her subjects as the source of her 


wer, 

Those who express such views forget that 
merchants and Subjects are identical, and that 
commercial interests are not different from the 
people’s affairs. The policy of promoting com- 
mercial interests is the policy of benevolence 
toward the people. 

The Memorialist would call His Majesty's 
attention to another matter. The population 
of China is daily on the increase, while those 
who own land to till are very few. The means 
of procuring a livelihood are scarce, and there is 
constant anxiety of popular uprisings and re- 
volts. If China would be powerful, she must 
be rich—to be rich, she must promote commerce. 
In Western countries officials and merchants 
are united, the subordinate not being debarred 
intercourse with his superior. In China offi- 
cials and merchants are separate and distinct, 
the subject often not venturing to vent his 
grievances. The memorialist has heard that in a 
certain loan which was contracted with foreign 
merchants, the money. actually belonged to 
native capitalists who had commissioned their 
foreign friends to negotiate the transaction 
for them. 

To promote the welfare of the nation 
is to promote the welfare of the peo- 
ple—the present policy of keeping such 
an impassable barrier between the official 
and mercantile classes is not calculated to 
lift China out of her accumulated weak- 
nesses or to rescue her from the depths of her 
longstanding poverty. The memorialist, con- 
sidering this the proper time when needed re- 
forms must be made and strenuous exertions 
put forward for the public weal, repeats that 
China should at once encourage and develop 
her commerce, and appoint a high officer of 
clear discernment and uncorruptible disposition 
to take direction of commercial and indus- 
trial affairs. Such as tea and sijk culture, 
iron and coal mining, reclamation of waste land, 
the manufacture of articles of merchandise, and 
kindred industrial enterprises should be under- 
taken by the wealthy classes and merchants, who 
are to supply their capital and formulate their 
own regulations. Officials should have no con- 
cern with the financial affairs of such companies, 
nor should they exercise other than a supervisory 
control, and to see that these mercantile enter- 
prises suffer no injustice or undue restrictions at 
the hands of others. When these enterprises 
have once been established and are flourishing, 
their operations will be extended to the frontier 
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China has once taken the lead as the chief : 
mining and industrial nation in the world, one 
or two scores of years will suffice to make her 
rich and populous, when the world will not be 
able to offer her a peer. 

After the memorialist had assumed charge of the 
defences of Formosa, the French forces invaded § 
and attacked Keelung, which, had it not been ff 
for the “awful efficacy’ of our Sovereign, might 
have succumbed and the entire island might 
have been lost. For this reason, as soon as 


peace was concluded, the memorialist applied 
for permission to build iron roads in Formosa, 
He well knew the many difficulties to be en- 
countered, difficulties far exceeding those on the 
mainland, inasmuch as Formosa is a moun- 
tainous country thickly interspersed with rivers 
and streams which necessitate the construction 
of costly bridges and tunnels. 

Undaunted by these difficulties, the me morialist 
spared himself no toil, and proceeded boldly to 
the execution of the task. He was actuated to 
do this by the thought that Formosa is an 
isolated island where an enemy may land on 
any spot he,chooses, and without railways, it 
would be utterly impossible to make any effec- 
tual defence. 

With the railway completed, however, the 
various parts of the island will be closely con- 
nected, and the advantages for effectual defence 
from such a step are beyond conception. 

The n®ture of man is to be delighted with an 
undertaking when it is completed, but to be unwill- 
ing to participate in the initial proceedings. Dur- 
ing the Taiping Rebellion the Hunan Generals 
of the old régime persistently declared that the 
native gingals and muzzie-loading cannon were 
invincible, while they condemned the foreign} 
breech-loading guns as useless. No matter in 
what way they were reasoned with, they would® 
not be convinced. Years afterwards, duringh 
our difficulties with France, they began tom 
perceiye the formidableness of the Gatling gum 
and the Lee rifle, and then they admitted that® 
the memorialist’s words were too true. So it®! 
will be with railways. Those who condemn 
them to-day will be the ones to extol their 
utility hereafter. The memorialist humbly 
desires His Majesty to hold firm to his convic- 
tions, and proclaim the facts to all his people} 
that railways are for preserving peace within 
and repelling invasion without; that they are 
not for the advantage of any single locality, 
but for the good of the Empire ; that they are} 
not for the benefit of any age, but for thef 
benefit of all ages to come; that they are a 
for private-interests of one or two individuals,| 
but for the welfare of myriads of people. 

The memorialist, plainly perceiving t efi 
difficulties of the times which involve the wall 
or woe of the Empire, dares not withhold higf 
thoughts to himself, but reverentially submi 
them to the sacred glance of His Majesty.

‘H. EChang Chih Tung’s Memorial 
on Railways in China, 


( Translated from the Hv Pao.) 


ing carefully the words of H. M the 

, as contained in the communication 
received from the Grand Council, the memori- 
alist perceives with what assiduous attention 
the Court regards the people’s interests, and 
| what importance it attaches tu the requirements 
of coast defence. 

Railways have been in vogue in Western 
countries for nearly a century, and they have 
| been the principal source of their wealth and 
power. 

At their initial stages, foreign nations only 
| constructed trunk-lines, and it was not until 
traffic had been well developed and business 
firmly established that branch lines were ex- 
tended, connecting their Capitals with pre- 
| fectural cities and towns. The outlays were 
at first enormous, but when they were completed, 
prince and peasant alike enjoyed their untold 
benefits. China is now eagerly seeking after 
methods by which she may preserve tranquillity 
within and repel invasion without. Ifshe would 


augment her power, it is inevitable that she | 
will have the superior sciences of the west. 
The Admiralty Board, in their memorial, have 
clearly explained the manifold uses of railways, 
which are as follows: 

1. They facilitate the operations of coast defence. 

2. The expenses of maintaining local armies 
will be curtailed. 

3. Transportation of troops and waeery stores 
will be expedited. 

4. Trade and commerce will flow rish. 

5. Mines will be opened and profitably developed. 

6. Travelling will be facilitated. 

7. A regular and expeditions mail service will 
be established. 

& The conveyance of famine relief will be 
prompt and rapid. 

According to the memorialist’s humble 
opinion, the special point in the matter of 
railways which claims our attention is this: 
Since China has opened herself to international 
trade, the comparative value of her imports 
and exports will determine the prosperity or 
adversity of her commerce, and establish the 
happiness or misery of her people. 

During recent years, the value of opium and 
foreign goods annually imported and consumed 
in China exceeds the aggregate value of all 
her exports by about Tls.20,000,000. Should 
this unequal trade continue, China will assuredly 
be drained. It being now impossible to stop 
the importation of opium and foreign goods, 
the only remedy left us is to devise measures 
for the increased production of native goods and 
their greater consumption at home and abroad. 

To do this, however, there are two serious diffi- 
culties to be met. The distance from our extreme 
northern and western provinces to the sea coast 
is sO enormous that transportation will be 
excessively toilsome and slow; besides, the 
quality of native goods is so coarse and their 
value so trifling, that unless they were improved 
by foreign machinery, their sale would be nearly 
profitiess. But to bring machinery into the 
interior to improve these coarse and cheap 
native products would be extremely cumbersome 
without railways. When the cost of manufactur- 
ing native products and transporting them 
to the seaports has been reduced to its min- 
imum, and their consumption has increased to an 
appreciable extent, the export duty can be 
greatly lessened, thereby affording 
ment to native industries.

future extensions may be conveniently and 
advantageously made. 

But with regard to the Tientsin-Tungchow 
line, there are many reasons why its construc- 
tion should be delayed. 

These reasons I will submit to His Majesty's 
consideration. 

1. The Censor Yu Luen Yuen and others in 
their memorial state that there is fear lest those 
who have been converted to foreign religions 
may utilize railways for stirring up trouble; 
also lest foreign nations who lend us funds for 
theconstruction of railways may have ulterior mo- 
tives of aggression. These censors are unaware 
that railways are made to facilitate travelling, a 
matter with which native converts, whether 
their numbers be great or small, have no 
concern. 

In constructing her railways, China can utilize 
her own materials and her own labour, while 
the salaries which she is obliged to pay for the 
services of foreign engineers will be a trifling 
item. The various foreign syndicates,. in their 
earnest endeavours to induce China to build 
railways, are actuated by motives of private gain, 
and not by any covert intentions of aggression. 

The railway and the telegraph are really 
inventions of practical utility, and not extrava- 
gant notions. 


But the region between Tientsin and Tung- 
chow is adjacent to our capital, and must be 
separately considered with regard to railways. 
According to what the memorialist has heard, 
the Capitals of European countries, such as 
Russia, Germany, and France, are strongly safe- 
guarded by defensive works, and are not in 
connection with the railways of a possible 
hostile neighbour. The reason why the sub- 
marine tunnel across the English channel which 
was intended to connect England with the con- 
tinent by a railway was given up, was not so 
much on account of the arduousness of the un- 
destaking, as the fear lest England might be in 
too close proximity to France, and expose her- 
self more openly to invasion. Thus it will be 
seen, even foreign nations take every precaution 
to safeguard their capitals from danger. If the 
Tientsin-Taku railway should be extended to 
Tungchow, the approaches to the Capital ought 
to be rendered so strong as to be impregnable 
to attack—but such defensive works would cost 
enormous outlays which China at present is 
hardly prepared to afford. 

2. It has been stated that the number of fa- 
milies in the Tientsin-Tungchow region who 
derive their livelihood from the cart and boat 


each family, there are about 300,000 persons 
dependent upon the present method of com- 
munication and traffic; Granting that this entire 
number will not be deprived of their subsistence 
by the introduction of railways, but that one- 
caebelpeee 2 dedhmeneste ridge 
in one capacity or another in connection with 
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ber of persons who will be employed as watch-— 
men, servants, etc., cannot be great. 

It is said that England, which has 40,000 /i of 
railways, employs 165,000 men. Reckoning at 
this rate, the Tungchow line will be able to em- 
ploy only 800 persons. There being no very 
important cities or places in the vicinity of this 
railway, it will be quite difficult to develop a 
flourishing state of freight and passenger traffic. 
Moreover this proposed line, which is short, and 
passes through a thickly populated country, 
differs from other localities in that we have on 
the one end the national capital, avd on the 
other the important harbour at Taku, and inter- 
mediate between these points, are valuable salt- 
works. As to paying compensation -for the re- 
moval of graves and dwelling houses, where 
these are too numerous, the task is difficult and 
hazardous. 

3. There are those who argue that although 
extraordinary undertakings are invariably atten- 
ded with extraordinary difficulties, yet since fail- 
ways areiadmittedly beneficial and advanta 
too great hesitancy would be unwise. 
advocate the extension of the Tientsin line to 
Tungchow, because such a line would be pro- 
fitable. 

But on the other hand, they do not consider 
the interests of those who will be made helpless 
by such a step. Any scheme, which involves 
benefit to some and detriment to others, should 
be thrice considered before adoption. There are 
those who, like Hsu Hui Feng and others, pro- 
pose the construction of a line from Té-chu in 
Shantung to Chining, and thence follow the old 
course of the Yellow River. But such a line 
would be quite impracticable for several reasons. 
The soil along the course of the Yellow River is 
of a loose sandy nature, and were an embank- 
ment to be made over it, the work would be 
both expensive and difficult. The river, also, 
is constantly altering its course, and many iron 
bridges will be required. 

In the memorialist’s humble opinion a grand 
trunk-line should be constructed from Lu-kou- 
chiao, a point outside of the Capital, and, passing 
through Honan, terminate at Hankow in Hupei, 
The advantages of such a line may be put under 
seven different headings. 1. Being located far 
in the interior, it will not incur any risk of 
being utilized by an enemy in case of war. 2, 
Being made to pass through vast plains and 
unoccupied tracts of country, the line will avoid 
interference with graves and residences. 3. The 
enormous amount of traffic and general business 
which this line will create will afford occupation © 
to millions of people, none of whom need be - 
deprived of means of support. 4. The amount 
of traffic on this line, as it passes through the 
most flourishing provinces, will be so great that 
not only will it pay working expenses, but 
afford enormous profit. 5. Should danger ever 
threaten the Capital, the forces in Hupei, 
Hunan, Kiangsu, etc., can be concentrated in a 
day. And in the event of local rebellions, 
troops can be transported with such rapidity 
that a few days will suffice to quell it and restore” 
peace. 6. With such a railway, the rich coal 
mines in Shansi will be readily deve- 
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blockade of her coast, China need have no fear 
of being unable to transport cereals to Peking, 
as they can be taken from Chinkiang to Han- 
kow in two or three days’ time, and thence by 
rail conveyed to Lu-kou-chiao, which is equally 
distant from the Government granaries with 
Tungchow. 

When this line is completed, it will give a 
marvellous impetus to inland trade, and people 
of all classes will find it so beneficial and pro- 
fitable that it will speedily become popular, and 
all future extensions will be carried out without 
difhculty. In conveying merchandise through 
the interior, railways will do away with the 
many risks incidental to river transport, such as 
stealing by the crew, dampness from rain, loss 
through decay, etc. When our northern and 
north-eastern provinces have been reached by 
railways, China will after a score of years pre- 
sent a very different spectacle as a Military 
Power. 

Those who consider an undertaking of this 
nature as too great, and are sceptical as to 
whence the enormous funds required shall be 
procured, should know that such an apparent 
difficulty is not insurmountable. The memo- 
rialist proposes to divide this line into several 
sections, the first section to extend from the 
starting point to Ching Ting, the next to 
extend to the north bank of the Yellow River, 
thence to Hsin Yang Ch‘ou, and last to Han- 
kow. The country through which this line 
passes consists principally of level plains, and 
much labour will be saved. If a true and econo- 
mical estimate of the cost of building such a line 
be made it will be found that Tls.s,000 or 
Tis.6,000 will suffice for each #7, and about 
Tis.4,000,000 for each section—or for the four 
sections, Tls.16,000.000. 


The work can be apportioned into eight 
years, and surely China will not find it im- 
possible to raise Tls.2,000,000 yearly. To 
raise the required capital, the Directors of 
the Railway Company should proceed to get 
subscribers to the shares, besides which the 
Financial and Salt Commissioner and Customs 
Taotais should, in places where general business 
and the salt trade are flourishing, issue share 
certificates and exhort merchants to subscribe 
to them, and those merchants and deputies who 
procure the greatest number of share subscribers 
should receive official promotion. The Com- 
pany should also be permitted to borrow part 
of their capital for meeting current expenses. 
The iron to be required can be furnished by the 
mines in Shansi, and althouga its quality may 
be somewhat inferior to the best foreign 
wrought iron, yet if the raw ore be properly 
tempered, it will answer the purposes of railway 
building, At SJE district ana PEM 
in Shansi, where rich iron mines exist, the ne- 
cessary furnaces and machinery should be set 


up to give us an ample supply of the useful 


metal. For constructing the first section, it 
will be necessary to purchase almost all our 
materials abroad, but after that China should 
use only native iron. 

As a final conclusion, the memorialist con- 
siders the advantages of the Peking-Hankow 
line to be incomparably greater them those of 


the Tientsin-Tungchow line, because in the 
former there are no local drawbacks. 

The Viceroy Li Hung-chang should under-| 
take to appoint these Directors and Managers 
who were originally recommended for the China| 
Railway Company, in order that they may take 
the matter in hand and proceed in a systematic) 
manner. The Railway Company should be or-| 
dered to carry out the Shan-hai-kuan exten- 
sion as was originally recommended in their 
memorial to the Throne, because such an ex- 
tension is imperatively n@cedhiry for the pro- 
tection of our north-eastern fgontiers. Suppos- 
ing this line is unprofitajge, and unable to earn! 
even working expenses, temporary subsidies 
should be afforded by the Government, to evince | 
its considerate attitude toward railway venga 
ists. But the latter should not under any pre-| 
text be permitted to alter. originally their plan 
by forsaking the Shan-hai-kuan extension and, 
solely with the view of private ggain, seek to 
build the Tientsin-Tungchow line.
